But these classes 
have greater need—and all history proves this—to 
personify in one man, or a few men, rather than 
in a party, their aspirations. 

A party is something abstract which one cannot 
lay hold of, excepting in that sense in which a cul- 
tured aristocracy can understand its delicate 
structure, its program and its discipline. The 
masses have greater need of simplifying matters, 
and when, they find their man, they idolize him, 
Therefore, it does not appear strange to me thatin 
the midst of the seething transformation which 
has been in operation in recent years In the United 
States, a man should have succeeded in becoming 
popular as perhaps no other leader has been for a 
long stretch of time (excepting, perhaps, Abraham 
Lincgln, whose popularity was based upon very 
different grounds). Gifted with prodigious ac- 
tivity, full of life and energy, of wide culture, yet 
able to make himself understood by the people, 
simple, courageous, cheerily optimistic, possessing 
that intuitive politcal insight and mysterious 
something which attracts and appeals to the mult]- 
tude—perhaps it is this man who has felt the ap- 
proach of a deep problem in this time of tumult. 


Roosevelt Stirred Public 
Opinion by His Ideas 


URING my last. visit to America, I was able 
r) to observe how profoundly the attitude 
taken by Roosevelt, in the serious difficul- 
ties which beset moral, political and social life in 
respect to the great financial magnates of Amer- 
foa, as in Europe, had stirred American opinion, 
By some I heard this attitude bitterly attacked as 
unjust, worthy only of a demagogue, harmful to 
public credit and hence to material well being by 
the very classes most in his favor; by others, I 
heard him lauded to the skies for the great ser- 
vice he was rendering America and hailed as the 
initiator of his country’s mora) regeneration. 

It is not difficult for me as a student of history 
to recognize that certain of these criticisms viewed 
in calm light of reason and from a purely scien- 
tific standpoint, were not devoid of a certain 
amount of truth and that some of the praise that 
enthusiasm bestowed was not exempt from the iI- 
lusion. of chimerical hopes. But it ts just in this 
juxtaposition of contrasts that I felt. how great 
was the power Roosevelt wielded as a statesnian 
and leader of men, since government is not pre- 
cisely defined science of dry bones, because peo- 
pie as a whole like men who have passions born 
of deep, complex requirements which are abstract 
reasoning and politico-economic laws are power- 
less to control. A satesman must understand 
these popular passions and try to satisfy them in 
so far as:he can do 80 in reason.

; NEW YORK, June 1. | 
,dustrial Workers of the World, is a big, 
burly, broad-shouldered, deep-chested ‘man, 

with a hearty hand-grip, a pleasant smile and 
very sincere conviction of the wrongs which he 
holds that labor has suffered at the hands of capi- 
tal. It is this quality of sincerity added to a 
striking and efficient personality, which has 
placed him at the head of a movement which is 
understood by few, misunderstood by many and 
underestimated by everybody. 

Haywood has been associated with two highly 
dramatic events in the recent economic history of 
the United States; in each he played a prominent 
part. In 1906, when Haywood was secretary- 
treasurer of the Western Federation of Miners, he 
was arrested, together with Moyer and Pettibone, 


YY auser D. HAYWOOD, the head of the In- 


‘ on the charge of having been concerned in the as- 


sassination by dynamite of Gov. Steunenberg of 
Idaho. At the trial Harry Orchard made one of 
the most sensational confessions that has ever 
been heard in an American court. Haywood stood 
his trial and the jury acquitted him. 

It the recent strike at Lawrence it was Hay- 
wood who organized the mill hands and who suc- 
eeeded in winning a victory and an increase of 
wages forthem. It was this strike which drew pub- 
lic attention in any large measure to the Industrial 


Workers of the World, an organization which has 


its European counterpart in the Syndicalists, 

In a conversation with Haywood I talked over 
with him the general attitude of the Industrial 
Workers of the World toward the relations be- 
tween labor and capital. He spoke Pic tor the 
interview with the assurance, fluency and self- 
possession of a man who has carefully thought 
out his subject, and has taken a definte stand. 
Hé showed no spirit of vindictiveness, but a strong 
sense of the tyranny and injustice, which he be- 
lieves the working people of the world have suf- 
fered, and are still suffering at the hands of the 
exploiters of labor. 


Opposed to Violence. ¢ 


T was only when I suggested that In the public 
mind the Industrial Workers of the World 
were associated, rightly or wrongly, with the 
advocacy of any measures, however, violent, in 
pursuit of their aims that he showed fire under 
the amiable manner which is his usual habit. 

“Violence!” cried Haywood, leaning forward and 
raising a clenched fist in indignant protest. ‘Vio- 
lence! Why it’s monstrous to charge the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World with advocating a pol- 
icy of violence. We are opposed to methods of 
violence, and it is the 5 acemaniace i whose cause rests 
upon violence, 

“As a result of the capitalist control of industrv 
we have 45,000 men killed every: year in this coun- 
try, and 750,000 injured in preventable accidents, 
The capitalist does violence to manhood, to wom- 
anhood, to childhood, to love, to marriage, to the 
home, to health, to life itself. 

“One dollar should never earn another dollar, for 
the dollar is nothing more than the badge of ser- 
<itude of one class to another. In order that one 
iollar shall earn another, in the interests of pri- 
wate ownership the means of life have been so 
sonopolized that millions of little children are 
iving in a condition of starvation, are deprived 

their childhood, and to a very large extent of 
the opportunity of going to school, and thus im- 
proving their lot. 

“In the mill towns the amount of schooling is 
cut down to a minimum and in Texas, where there 
i; a specific law of compulsory education, the chil- 
dren spend most of their time in the cotton fields 
and the schools are only run for a couple of 
months in the winter. 

“Private ownership breaks down the home, 
mocks at love, and makes women slaves, It has 
cut down wages to such a point that marriage is 
impossible, and by this means it has driven 
5,000,000 of women into factories, where they can 
maintain a bare existence under a condition of 
wage slavery; it has driven hundreds of thousands 
of women into the ranks of the street-walkers, 
and it consigns every year 60,000 of these unfor- 
tunates, our sisters and daughters, to unmarked 


graves. 


Extent of Capital's Control.

Whatever may have been 
the emotions underlying his words, he spoke calm- 
ly, deliberately, never failing to find the right 
word to convey his idea, never pausing to explain 
a detail or to go off on a side issue. He inter- 
rupted himself once only, when he used the word 
“wages.” At this point, with a wave of the hand, 
he said: “Oh, I know all about the alleged rise 
in wages. I’m not talking about whether a man 
gets a dollar and 20 cents today for work which 
he received a dollar 10 years ago. I’m speaking of 
real wages, the purchasing power of the money a 
man gets for his labor. That’s the real issue.” 


Workers Betrayed Everywhere. 


ASKED Haywood whether the interests of the 
workers had not been in any way safeguarded 

by three agencies which might well be sup- 
posed to interest themseves in the condition of ths 
working class, the church, politics and such social 
agencics as the National Civic Federation. . 

“The workers pave een betrayed .by the 
church,” he replied without hesitation, “they have 
been betrayed by the politicans, they have been 
betrayed by the so-called social agencies. 

“The church is like every other institution in 
that its existence today depends upon economic 
considerations. The churches are not bullt by the 
laboring classes, nor are the cushioned seats 
rented by‘ the poor; Under present conditions 
neither priest nor preacher can tell the truth from 
the pulpit nor teach the gospel of Christ, because 
if they did they would lose their jobs,. Their pray- 
ers are not for the multitude, but for the rich who 
maintain them in luxury. 

“Christ himself was an agitator against the con- 
ditions under which the poor and humble were com- 
pelled to live as the virtual slaves of property 
owning class; but you'll find pretty few pulpiteers 
today who can pe accused of being agitators ex- 
cept on points of doctrine and dogma. The church 
may have done some good in the way of dealing 
cut soup and blankets to the poor, but it has 
never faced and sought to remedy the abominable 
conditions of private ownership wHich alone are 
responsible for the existence of a class needing 
charitable aid; in fact charity is the pillar of pov- 
erty. 

“The politicians, might, perhaps, have done 
scmething for the poor if they were elected by 
the people. The whole business of politics is, 
however, a sham and a fake, and very few legis- 
lators, either state or national, are really elected 
by the people, 


No Hope in Ballot. 


OE tie if this were not so, politics is not a 

field in which the workers can hope, un- 
der present conditions, to achieve any- 
thing serious in the direction of bettering their 
lot because a very large proportion of workers 
have no means of expressing their demands 
through political channels. There: are 8,000,000 
women and children who work but who have no 
vote; there are 4,000400 black men and some mil- 
lions of foreigners who have either not been vest- 
ed with a vote, or, in the case of the negro, have 
been vested with a vote and have then been. de- 
prived of the rfht to use it, and all these pedple 
are industrial factors. 

“As though all this were not enough to practi- 
cally disfranchise the workers, another scheme is 
worked by which hundreds of thousands of men 
are deprived of their right of franchise, I refer 
to the industrial depressions which have been en- 
gineered on the eve of elections. As an instance 
of this, I know that just prior to the second Mc- 
Kinley campaign factories were closed in Illinois 
and notices were posted on the doors saying that 
unless McKinley was elected the factories would 
t‘emain closed. And this plan works in another 
way, because these engineered dépressions drive 
voters from their districts tn search of work. 

“The social agencies like the National Civic Fed- 
eration are trying to accomplish the impossible; 
they’re trying to reconcile two irreconcilable 
forces. All they are doihg amounts to about this, 
that they want to get their capitalist to give up 
one cent of each five dollars he steals from his 
workmen and then to persuade the workman that ; 
as he was formerly robbed of five dollars and is 
now only befng robbed of four dollars and ninety-

* Differ ‘with a bigot and you will te condemned 
for his ignorance. Dispute with a Socialist and 
you will be evaded or dismissed with the re 
joinder that “you do not understand Socialism.” 

Socialism cannot afford to be understood. Its 
strength lies in concealment of its true nature 
and motives, and it hides behind hazy definitions. 
Its opportunity is through confusion; its appeal 
is emotional to the heated mind. From Marx 
to Eugene V. Debs it ignores principles to address 
passions. 

Yet Socialism has always been too well under- 
stood and its tendencies too ill-concealed to per- 
mit of its success. It is older thah Moham- 
medanism and older than Christianity itself, but 
it has never borne good fruit. The brotherhood 
of man, as exemplified in Socialism, has been 
all protestation and no practice. 

Rarely has Socialism. been made more trans- 
parent, rarely have its true character and pur- 
pose beep more plainly discerned, and never, has 
its baleful tendency been more strikingly depicted 
than by Lawrence O’Toole in his letter to the 
Post-Dispatch, published on Tuesday. He sees 
in it irreligion, immorality, materialism. and 
puerile economics. -There is a definition that 
clears the atmosphere. Socialism can be plainly 
defined—but it remains for others than its friends 
to do it. 

But it is Lawrence O’Toole’s description of the 
lngical outcome and meaning of Socialism in the 
United States to which we call special attention. 
“When Socialism comes,” he says, “into opera- 
tion men and women will be slaves of the im- 
perial state, grown to a monstrous capitalism, 
leaving Rockefeller, Carnegie and all the busted 
trusts as insects it has trampled upon in its tri- 
umphant march in the road of progress.” 

A monster greater than Oil, Steel and their 
masters will exercise the combined force of all 
of them, sanctioned by the Utopian state, upon 
the minions and the industrial units which lib- 
erty-loving individuals now represent. The dis- 
ciples and devotees of Socialism themselves de- 
scribe so-called Utopian conditions which corre- 
spond with these—with the difference only that 
they do not label the résult “Slavery.” With the 
label, the conditions are explained and truly ex- 
posed to all men. 

A slavery more terrible in its cruelties and 
grinding in its power than ever the enslavement 
of blacks could have been in this country is the 
object of the most sordid aims ever conceived 
since the times of the Pharaohs, or ever in the 


| world’s history advocated by a group of men. It

A new and original conception of Washington 
in the task Sculptor Frederick Macmonnies has 
set himself in executing at Paris a monument 
for Princeton University.

All the same, indications increase that the con- 
vention at Baltimore may constrain Mr. Bryan for 
itself just because he refuses to constrain it for 
himself.

A falling down 
of all present candidates at Baltimore because 
of the two-thirds rule might compel the conscri)pt- 
ing of Mr. Bryan against the danger of a Demo- 
cratic defection to Roosevelt, if nominated.

UF CONVENTIONS 
BROUGHT TO CITY 


Bureau Compiles Figures Show- 
ing Delegates Have Spent $3,- 
418,500 in Three Years. 


| 


A booklet setting forth the advan- 
tages of St. Louis as a convention city 
has been issued by the Conventions Bu- 
reau, which began its work in May, 
1909. The work of the Conventions Bu- 
reau in bringing conventions to Sst. 
Louis is reviewed in: the booklet. 

It is estimated that convention visi- 
tors brought to St. Louis through the 
medium of the bureau in the past three 
years spent $3,418,500 in the city. 

400 Visitors to Each. 

The bureau has brought 238 conven- 
tions to the city in the three years 
Since it began its work. It is estimated 
that each’ convention brought 400 vis- 
itors, making a total of 95,200 people that 
visited St. Louis as delegates to the 
conventions. 

Each visitor spent an average of four 
days in the city, according to the re- 
port, and an average of $30 at hotels and 
in stores, places of amusement, etc. 

For the 1912-13 season the bureau has 
already obtained 48 conventions, with 
prospects of getting more than 100. 

To Build Special Hall. 

It is proposed to build a special hall 
for the entertainment of conventions. 
The bureau proposes to erect a four- 
story building, containing several dif- 
ferent halls, with committee rooms and 
a roof garden for outdoor amusement. 

The halls will be available for conven- 
tion purposes at all seasons of the year, 
and it is the hope of the bureau to have 
at times as many as four conventions 
méeting at the same time in the build- 
ing.

Out 400,000 Bushels of

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 1—The 
peach crop in Arkansas promises to be 
the largest in the history cf the State. 
The principal yield comes from Howard, 
Sevier, Polk, Franklin, Johnson, Ben- 
ton, Crawford and Washington coun- 
ties. In:some places the yield promises 
to be so large that it is feared that the 
railroad will not be able to handle all 
of it promptly. 

Johnson County alone, ft is estimated, 
will yield 400,000 bushels of Elbertas, 
beside 20,000 bushels of other varieties. 

According to a Sevier Countty man, 
“the Elberta peach crip in Sevier Coun- 
ty will be about the most enormous 
commercial event that ever happened in 
Southern Arkansas.” 

The Highland orchard, the largest in 
the world, will yield about 2000 car- 
loads, the independent growers around 
De Queen will have about 200 carloads, 
the Horatio growers expect 50 to 100 and 
the Leckesburg growers about 60. 

The Highland orchard, . in Howard 
and Pike counties, comprises 4000 acres, 
set solidly in Elberta peaches. 

Second only to the Highland ts that of 
the Arkansas Orchard Planting Co., six 
miles west of Murfreesboro, in Pike 
County, comprising 2000 acres. During 
the 1911 season it shipped over $00 car- 
loads, at a net profit of $250,000. The

Presi- 
dent Taft almost unquestionably will 
sign the bill. The eight-hour bill has 
been before Congress for years, but 
never before has it had a chance of life. 
The eight-hour day prevails now in Gov: 
ernment offices and workshops, but the 
measure pending in the Senate provides 
that private concerns undertaking Gov- 
ernment work shall not exceed the lato: 
time limit set for the industries directly 
under the Government’s control. 

It is generally believed by the friends 
of labor, and by those less friendly to it, 
that the strict enforcement of the meas- 
ure will greatly promote the cause of the 
shorter working day in private indur- 
tries. This is known to be the hope of

Matadors and Their Bovine Vic- 
tims Sent Back to Mexico With- 
out Entering Arena. 


WOULDN’T PERMIT “SHAM” 
Failure Recalls. Dodge City 


(Kan.) Effort, the One Success 
in America. 





MUSKOGEE, Ok., June 1.—“Wwhere- 
as, certain parties have advertised 
that a Mexican bull fight is to take 
place in Muskogee; and, 


“Whereas, such performances are 


’ {legal and demoralizing; and, 


“Whereas, W. ©. Disney, the County 
Attorney, and Mr. J. L. Wisener, the 
Sheriff of Muskogee County, have as- 
sured the Ministers’ Alliance that 
such should not take place; therefore, 
be it resolved: 

“1, That the Ministers’ Alliance 
express its indignation at the igno- 
minious advertising given Muskogee 
by the proposed bull fight. 

“9 That we heartily commend 
these county officers in prohibiting 
such performance, and pledge our 
moral support. 

“8 That Muskogee citizenship 
which has built up this beautiful city 
would not for a moment tolerate 
such an exhibition, which is contrary 
to the moral sense of our American 
civilization.” 

Oppose Even Sham Figkts. 

Thus did the Muskogee ministers 
throw the bandilleros into the pro- 
posal, that the local populace and 
such strangers as might be within the 
gates should be entertained by a bull 
fight in. which both bulls and mata- 
dors brought from Mexico would en- 
gage. When the ministers became 
active, the n@éws was circulated that 
the proposed bull fights would be.a 
“sham” affair and not the real thing. 
But the ministers, somewhat suspl- 
cious, declared that even bloodless 
encounters could not take place. Prep- 
arations had been made for four days 
of bull fighting this week.’ The bulls 
can now be sent back home as meat 
for the Mexican army. 

The United States has never taken 
kindly to bull fighting, yet a festi- 
val of genuine bull fighting was once 
held at Dodge City, Kan., July 4, 5 
and 6, 1884, when that town was 
leading a wayward career, A number 
of the promoters of that affair are 
living in Oklahoma, staid, respectable 
citizens. 

“Real Pizen Bulls” Obtained. 
- Some rooster that had been chased 
south of the Rio Grande into Mexico 
by Texas Rangers, got it into his head 


. one day that it would be a great thing 


for cosmopolitan education to pull off 
a big bull fight at Dodge City and invite 
everybody in the United States to at- 
tend. The entertainment was widely ad- 
vertised and a large arena built. The 
promoters were square in putting on 
the fight. They sent to Mexico and got 
12 genuine matadors, who were paid $100 
each and their expenses both ways. 
Then ‘“‘No Man’s Land,’’ now embraced 
in the counties of Cimarron, Texas and 
Beaver,Ok., was raked with ropes for the 
biggest, meanest, wildest range bulls 
that could be found. The ranchmen 
had been told weeks ahead to “cut 
out” their “real pizen bulls” and they 
did it. 

By July 3 special trains crowded with 
sports were reaching Dodge from every 
direction—one came from as far off 
as Chicago. When the gate was swung 
open the first day and the first bull, 
switching his tail, tossing his head, paw- 
ing the earth and his eyes aflame charg- 
ed into the arena, Dodge stood up an 
its hind legs and howled like a drove of 
coyotes for joy. The Mexicans found 
themselves busy every minute of the 
time. Several narrowly escaped being 
run down in the first onslaught of the 


bull. 


The bulls were so much larger, more 


powerful and no less agile than the 
Mexican bulls that the matadors wer» 
at a disadvantage. It was one thing to 
await the oncoming of a Mexican bul’. 
and give him the death thrust, and quite 
another thing to have the same luck 
with a bull from “No Man's Land,” 
without climbing a ladder to be high 
enough to drive the sword to the vital 
epot. 

The matadors knew their business, 
however, and by exercising greater pre-' 
caution were able to escape death, 
though several were badly injured. The 
arena grew wet with the blood of 
slaughtered bulls. 

While everybody at Dodge was having 
bushels of fun, some member of the 
society opposed to the massacre of bu''s 
got busy at Topeka and told the Gov- 
enor 6f Kansas that a dozen “greas- 
ets” were threatening the extinction of 
the cattle industry of Kansas by killinz 
all the bulls in the Southwest. The 
Governor sent a telegram to the Sheriff 
of Ford County telling him that the 
bull-fighting coalition between [0 ice 
City and the republic of Mexico must 
be abrogated at once.

Clarke, David and others, culminated 


in an omnibus pardon by Gov. Dona- 
ghey, releasing from custody @ll con- 
victs in the custody of BE. N. Weigel, 
Pulaski County convict contractor. He 
makes the further statement that he 
will investigate conditions in other 
counties and pursue a similar course 
wherever he finds similar conditions ex- 
isting. 

Gov. Donaghey referred to these corm 
ditions repeatedly in his recent cam- 
paign for renomination, declaring that 
the county convict camps are a State 
scandal, and that the system means 
the murder of youths, morally and 
physically. \ 

Penalties for Drink Equal Slayers, 

. Th@ murderer often escapes with a 
year or two, and the country boy 
caught with a pistol in his pocket, or 
who imbibes a little too much liquor 
and raises a row, finds himself on the 
County Farm for a term as long. The 
penitentiary of the State has been put 
on a humane basis, but the county con- 
vict camps are notoriously inhuman 
and have been the subject of numer 
ous grand jury and legislative investi- 
gations and trials for damages in State 
and Federal courts. These have re 
vealed some of the most heinous out- 
rages under the guise of penal correo- 
tion—conditions that would scarce seem 
possible in a civilized land, 

The contract that E. N. Weigel had 
held for several years expired Jan. l, 
and was not renewed by the County 
Court. By agreement, however, he con- 
tinued to hold in custody the prisoners 
whose terms had not expired, releasing 
them as they finished their terms, 

When the Governor intervened with 
the pardoning power there were still 10 
of these unfortunates, with terms yet 
to serve ranging from 75 to 618 days. 
With a few strokes of the pen, the Gov- 
ernor wiped all of that out and placed 
the seal of executive disapproval upon

Men Become Contractors Slave 
The most notorious case of all was 

that of “Jim”. Tredwell, who was con- 
” Kodak victed in Little Rock Police Court Nov. 

14, 1911, of carrying weapons and dis- 
turbing the peace. He was fined $400 
and costs and sentenced to 180 days on 
the farm. When pardoned he had al- 
ready worked six months and hada 618 
days yet to serve before he could be re- 
stored to freedom, although his offense 
was but a simple misdemeanor. 

Under the system in vogue, the con- 
victs, when farmed out to contractors, 
are scarcely more than slaves subject 
to the caprice of a master and are given 
credit for only the days they work, 
getting no credit for bad weather or 
days they are sick. So it Is probable 
that Tredwell would have ‘had to serve 
at least two years more, and in the 
meantime he would have been forgotten 
and there would have been no one to 
take an interest in his welfare. County 
Judge Joseph Asher had recommended 
to the Governor the pardon of Tredwell 
and the athers, declaring that he be- 
lieved them sufficiently punished.

The Recent Manipulation.

Until the settlement of the contests by 
the National Committee and finally by 
the convention the exact alignment of 
the rival forces cannot be set forth.

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PHUAPELPHIA, June 1.—One 
world’s record and four intercolleg- 
fate marks were smashed in the in- 
tercollegiate championship at Frank- 
lid Field this afternoon. The new 
world’s figures went to R. A. Gard- 
ner, the former amateur golf cham- 
pion of Yale University. He created 
a new mark in the pole vault, clear- 
‘ing the bar at the phenomenal height 
of 18 feet 1 inch. The old record 
was 12 feet 10% inches, made by Le- 
land Scott of Stanford University, in 
California two years ago. 

The intercollegiate records went 
to Charles Reidpath of Syracuse, in 
the quarter mile; John Paul Jones 
of Cornell in the half mile, Lawrence 
Beatty of Columbia in the shot put, 
aid P. R. .Withington in the two- 
nile run. 

Réidpath won his event in the re- 
markable time of 48 seconds. This 
ixs'four-fifths of a second faster than 
the colieg~e mark held by J. B. Tay- 
lor of Pennsylvania and D. B, Young 
of Amherst, and only one-fifth of a 
setond behind the world's mark held 
by Maxey Long. 

Beatty put the 16-pound shot far- 
ther than it was ever put before in 
college competition. He hurled it to 
@ record distance every time, and 
when he had finished had hung up 4 
mark of 48 feet 10% inches. The old 
‘record wasp 47 feet % of an inch 
which he made yesterday when he 
beat the mark held by Joe Homer, 
“of Michigan, by five inches. 

Jones Won the half mile race in 
1:53 4-5, which is a full second better 
than the figures he- hung up last 
year at the Harvard stadium. 

Withington’s new figures for two 
miles are-9m. 242-5s., four-fifths of a 
second better then those hung up by Tel 
Berna of Cornell last year. 


Penn Scores Most Points, 
While the records were being hung 
up representatives of the University of 
Pennsylvania were scoring enough 
points to win their college championship. 
They tallied 28 points. Cornell finished 
second with 17%, Michigan third with 


15 and Columbia tied with Harvard for g 


fourth place with 13 points. 

The meet as a whole was a record- 
breaker. Every event was a feature. 
While the performances of the record- 
breakers were of coursé best, it was the 
one-mile that furnished the sensation of 
the day. This resulted in a dead heat 
between the migihty John Pau! Jones 
of Cornell, holder of the world’s record, 
and N, 8. Taber, an unknown quantity 
of Brown University.

the ring for but a few moments And then 
returned to their corners awaiting the signal 
to begin. 

As the fight was governed by straight Mar- 
quis of Queensberry rules, clinches and in- 
fighting, hitting when breaking away and 
roughing it generally were of frequent agcur- 
rence, but through it all Rickard showed ro 
trace of excitement and seldom called on 
the fighters to ‘‘break’’ or interfered in any 
way with what they were doing. 

It happened, however, to be one of the 
easiest fights to referee that ever took place, 
and this was because it was so one-sided. 
Johnson holding the master hand at all times 
and breaking safely from clinches whenever 
he desired. This was fortunate for Rick- 
ard, because, as it later developed, he 
seemed at a loss to know just what to 
do when the critical period arrived. 

After Jeffries had been knocked down 
twice in the last round of the ficht and 
had staggered to his feet a beaten and bat- 
tered man, Johnson glanced at Rickard to 
see what the latter was going to do, but as 
the referee gave no indication of stopping it, 
Johnson again knocked Jeffries down.: and 
it was not until the ex-champion’s seconds 
had entered the ring and were rushing to his 
aid that Rickard slapped Johnson on the 
back, indicating in this way that the battle 
was over and Johnson the winner.

PLEASED TO HEAR 
AUTO LAW IS UPHELD 


There is a good deal of earnest satis- 
faction among automobile owners in 
general and among the dealers in au- 
tomobiles in particular over the decision 
of the Missouri Supreme Court uphold- 
ing the State automobile law, includ- 
ing the section which makes it a felony 
for a driver or owner to drive away 
after an accident, to escape identifica- 
tion. 

This decision was given in the habeas 
corpus proceedings of Forest E. Kneed- 
ler of St. Louis, who was arrested for 
violating this provision of the law when 
his car, driven by Ernest Combs, struck 
and killed Frank ‘Farrar. 

“The automobile trade of St. Louis 
agrees with this decision fully,” said 
an officer of the Automobile Manufac- 
turers and Dealers’ Association. ‘‘We 
feel that the best interests of all con- 
cerned lies in the absolute and rigid sup- 
pression of the insane joy rider and 
‘speed merchant.’

Superintendent George Williams 
Defends Administration of 
State: Institution. 


GRAND JURY INVESTIGATES 


Indictment of Dr. Magee and Re- 
quest for Inquiry the 
Result. 


From a Special Corespondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
FULTON, Mo., June 1.—The investiga- 


tion of the State hospital for the insane 
at Fulton by the Callaway County grand 
jury and Prosecuting Attorney a ae 
Baker appears to have developed into 
@ political fight to oust Dr. George 
Williams as superintendent. The net 
results of the one-day investigation con- 
ducted by the grand jury were the in- 
dittment of Dr. R. 8. Magee, former 
first assistant physician at the hospital, 
on a charge of improper conduct with 
Jessie Cervorich, an insane patient, and 
a report that affairs at the hospital 


were deplorable and should be investi- 
gated by the proper authorities. 

A Post-Dispatch staff corréspondent 
asked Prosecuting Attorney Baker and 
Grand Jury Foreman James T. Carr of 
Millersburg for a statement of condi- 
tions at the hospital upon whfch the 
grand jury report was based. 

The only condition of.which they com- 
plained, outside of the charge in the 
Magee indictment, 
to all wards of the 
unlocked with the same key. There 
were rumors, they said, that persons 
not connected with the hospital as em- 
ployes had duplicate keys and could 
enter the wards at any time, but both 
declared that they developed no evi- 
dence to gubstantiate these reports. 

Dr. Wiseman’s Resignation. 

Prosecuting Attorney Baker said that 
Dr. Magee had been dismissed by the 
Board of Managers before the grand 
jury began its investigation. He said 
that Dr. Williams went before the grand 
jury ‘and presented the case upon which 
the board acted in dismissing Dr. Ma- 
gee. 

The grand jury investigated the resig- 
nation of Dr. R. W. Wiseman, former 
second assistant physician ‘at the hospi- 
tal, but returned no indictment against 
him. Dr. Wiseman remained in Fulton 
until after the grand jury completed its 
investigation, and was himself a wit- 
ness.

Dr, Williams’ Statement, 

Discussing the indictment of Dr. 
Magee and. the.grand jury report, 
Dr. Williams said to the Post-Dig- 
patch: 

“The entire hospital was wide open 
to the grand jurors, and ten of ‘them 
went through most’ of the wards. 
After seeing how the hospital is run, 
several of the grand jurors individ- 
ually told me they were highly 
pleased with conditions. 
port refers to the Magee incident, I 
will admit that is -deplorable. But 
I am at a loss to know what else 
the grand jury found to criticise. 
It made merely the statement that 
affairs were deplorable without giv- 
ing a bill of particulars. It is un- 
fair to me and unfair to the insti- 
tution to give out such a report with- 
out stating specifically what the con- 
ditions complained of are. 

“I had caused the investigation 
and discharge of Dr. Magee before 
the grand jury or the prosecuting 
attorney knew anything about it. 

“The grand jury makes a demand 
that the State Board of Charities, 
of which Gov. Hadley is chairman, 
investigate the hospital, but gives 
no facts upon which to base an in- 
vestigation. I have asked the Board 
of Charities to make an investiga- 
tion. I feel that this should be done 
to clear the- good name of the in- 
stitution. 

Keys Unieck All Doors, 

“As to the keys unlocking all the 

doors to the different wards, that 


is true, but that is the fault of the; 


and not mine. All the 
attendants have keys. The same sys8- 
tem -prevails that has prevailed 
since the hospital was built and the 
system prevails has prevailed in 
other State institutions. It has been 
reported in the local newspapers that 
there is insubordination among the 
employes. That is not true, The 
employes are all loyal, and if they 
were not, I would discharge them. 
I’ cannot econcéive why the grand 
jury should. make a report as it did,

Prosecuting Attorney Baker sald 
he started the investigation after 
Dr. Magee had been dismissed. No 
public statement had been made as 
to why he was discharged, Baker 
said, and he felt it his duty to find 
out. 

The indictment against Dr. Magee 
charges that the offense was commit- 
ted May 1, which was the date of 
Dr. Magee’s resignation. 

Has Wife and Children, 

The Cervorich woman was committed 
to the asylum from Moberly two years 
ago, Dr. Magee was appointed assistant 
physician in 1908, soon after all the for- 
mer physicians had been relieved of 
their positions to make room for Repub- 
licans. His salary was $1500 a year. 

He is 59 years old, has a wife and three 
grown children and lives at Green City, 
Sullivan County. The maximum penalty 
for the offense with which he is charged 
is death. He entered a plea of not 
guilty, was released on a $10,000 bond, 
and his trial has been tentatively set 
for July &. 

Charlies M. Hay, his local attorney, 
declares. that Dr. Magee is the victim of 
a conspiracy, and that the charges 
against-him are groundiess. He has no 
doubt of Dr. Magee's acquittal! and com- 
plete vindication at the trial, he says.

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liams, and we are going to get his goat,” 
a leading Democratic politician of Ful- 
ton said to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent. 


“We think that two of the three Re- 
publican members of the board are now 
against retaining Dr. Williams, and that 
the other will join them. With the co- 
operation of the two Democratic mem- 
bers Dr. Williams can be removed.” 

Fulton Citizens Complain, 

Dr. Wiliams practiced medicine at 
Odessa before he was appointed su- 
perintendent of the hospital, He had 
not any previous experience in the 
treatment of insane patients.

In the front part of the frame, to counterbal- 
ance the weight of the rider, is a motor-cycle en- 
gine of six-horsepower, which operates a propeller 
at the rear, 41 inches in @ameter, with a thrust 
of 5. pounds. Behind the propeller, to assist in 
guiding the wheel, especially around corners, is 
an aerial rudder, 41 inches high and 14 inches 
wide. The rudder is controlled by bicycle handle- 
bars, to which the engine controls are also at- 
tached. At the rear and to either side of the 
mvuchanism are two skids, which hold it erect 


The designers, whose calculations assure them ,When stationary, and which are supported by 


they possess the swiftest mechanism invented by 
man, do not yet see how it can be adapted to com- 
mercial uses, because of the lack of roads suit- 
able for high speed, and because of the inability 


of the device, in its present stage at least, to carry 
“more than twoor three passengers; in fret, in its 


trials, the unicycle has never borne more than 


‘one rider. 


‘The hoop, made of aluminum, has an outside 


two pneumatic-tired wheels 10 inches in diameter. 

When it is desired to operate the unicycle the 
rider takes his place in the saddle, his hands 
gripping the handle-bars. Assistants “crank” the 
engine by whirling the propeller, as in an aero- 
plane. When sufficient propulsion is attained 
the machine is released and darts ahead, main- 
taining itself erect by the same principle of mo- 
mentum which keeps a rolling hoop from falling. 


> 


The rider, by tilting his weight forward, raises 
the skids a foot or more from the ground. 

The velocity which can be attained, th .n- 
ventors declare, depends only on the endurance of 
the rider and the road’s clearness from obstruc- 
tions. Without extending even the six-horse- 
power motor to its maximum power, it is asserted 
that the unicycle has made 60 miles an hour with 
ease. Coates estimates that the wheel will cover 
a mile in 260 revolutions, and that the engine is 
capable of driving the hoop 3000 revolutions a 
minute. He calculates, thereforé, that the ma- 
chine has a speed capacity. of 12 miles a minute, 
or 720 miles an hour, a velocity at which no 
human being could probably live, eyen with wind 
shields and oxygen tanks for breathing. 

At that speed, on a specially prepared track, 
the unicycle could race from New York to San 
Francisco in 4 hours and 10 minutes and from St. 
Louis to New York in 1 hour and 23 minutes. The 
swiftest trains make the latter trip in 24 hours.

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The first public trial of the aero-unicycle was 
made recently on the level stretch on Lindell 
bouleve2a between De Baliviere avenue and 
Skinker road. Early in the morning as it was, a 
crowd congregated, for everyone who saw the 
strange vehicle as it was pushed on its way to the 
course fell into its wake. As a consequence the 
boulevard was obstructed by automobiles and pe- 
destrians. 


The driver was able, therefore, to operate the 
contrivance only at a relatively low speed—about 
50 miles an hour. It was feared the revolving 
propeller blades might strip the spokes from the 
wheel of a passing motor car or slice off the leg 
of a pedestrian. Because of these possibilities, it 
would be impracticable to operate the unicycle 
on frequented streets or highways. Many other 
tests have been made on the racecourse at Fair- 
ground Park. 

For the present the aero-unicycle is adapted 
only for exhibition and racing purposes. It is 
intended to enter the machine in races throagh- 
out America and Australia this summer.

When he was a young man, the author states 
he came into possession of a piece of meteoric 
iron which was called a Canyon Diablo meteo- 
rite. It was said to come from Canyon Diablo 
in Arizona, and to contain diamonds in addition 
to the usual constituents of nickel and iron 
When he obtained a piece of this iron, he tried 
it on glass, and found that one corner of it left 
a mark like a diamond. There was a piece of 
diamond inbedded in it which could be seen 
through a microscope. Evidently the meteorite 
from which this fragment of diamond wag taken 
had a story to tell.

“Rut how de we knew this is meteoric iron? 
Wel!, every specimen that is etched gives what 
is culled Wiedmanstatten figures, and stows after 
smocthing a peculiar crystalization indicative of 
meteoric origin. There was great trouble in cut- 
ting it. fur every time the teol ran against 4% 
piece of diamond, it lost its edge. The iron can 
be ground by carborundum and materials like 
that, but in any case it is still a tedious process. 

“Mr. T) M. Barringer of Philadelphia, was the 
first to indieste the possibility of finding a large 
meteoric «ratcr, with probably a large amount 
of meteoric ten buried at some depth. A con- 
siderable amount of money hag been spent in 
exploration, ard the Lalk of this was furnished 
uy Mi. Barringer. 

“The original intention was to gink a shaft, 
and drift sidewise when the shaft had reached 
such a depth that the rock showed’ no further 


signs of disturbance. According to all advires 


the sinking of such a shaft would be easy. be 
cause it would go through dry ground Contrary 
to expectations, however, when the shaft reached 
about 200 feet below the floor of the crater, 
passing through this depth of fine white silica 
of rock into the worst possible quiclsand, it be- 
came impracticable to sink‘the shaft any further.

fiom time to time with the outlaw band. 


as a woman who impersonated Mrs. Jesse James, 
appearing under that name as an expert pistol 
shot in the cirsus of P. T. Barnum for years. 
These records contain also a statement from her 
te the effect that she was associated with the 
James gang. sometimes aiding the bandits on 
their raids and helping to dispose of stolen piop- 
erty. 

For six years Mrs. Fox had lived in West 
Grove, a cheap suburb of Asbury Par.., just west 
of the famous Methodist camp-meeting town of 
Ocean Grove. Her former life was unknown 
there, where she devoted her time to worling in 
behalf of the poor, seeking by this means to :it>2ne 
for her past. When she had given away the sav- 
ings of her years she supported herself by doing 
cleaning and scrubbing. 

“TI have exchanged the rifle for the broomstick,” 
Mrs. Fox was heard to say, “and I do not regret 
it if in this way I have been able to atone for 
some of the offenses I have committed and the 
suffering I have caused.” 

Mrs. Fox was known in Asbury Park and the 
adjacent villages as a quick-tempered woman. 
Once in anger she threw a cleaver at a man. 
This estranged some of her friends, but when she 
died her good works were remembered and the 
former associate of outlaws was buried in a plot 
in Mount Prospect Cemetery, on a grassy hilltop 
overlooking the Atlantic Ocean. 

Little by little the facts concerning her early 
life were revealed to the New Jersev natives, 
many of whom entertain highly exaggerated ideas 
of the career of the Jameses and their associates 
and some of those who had known her well in her 


rame. 
The papers left by Mrs. Fox are onlv fragmerts 
of a diary which she kept, she haviug destroved 
most of it, and a printed pamphlet which she 
published shortly after her conversion to Chris- 
tianity and which she tried to suppress later. 
From these records it is learned that Mrs. Fox 
was the daughter of Bernard O'Neil and was 
born 60 years ago at Coatbridge, Lanarkshire. 
4eotland, coming to America with her 
when she was 15 years old. 
High-spirited and of a romantic turn, the girl 
was placed in a convent to be educated. She dis- 
lied the discipline. One of the servants thee 
told of a performance to be viven in the neich- 
bo:hood which seems to have heen something on 
the order of the Wild West shows which came 
in vogue later. | 
Delia O'Neil nianaged to attend the show. She 
was much ta’en with one of the perfo: mers called 
“Texas Charilie.’’ He had long, flowing hair and 
picturesque plains costume. After the perforr- 
ance she met him. A second meeting was ar- 
ranged, but the convent authorities heard of the 
affair end loc ed her in her room. 
According to the story related by Mrs. Fox, 
she got word to “Texas Charlie,”’ and he trans- 
formed his lariat into a ladder, down which she 
climbed frcem her window into his arms. She 
ran away with the Texan and was married to 
him. 
Then began her wild, reckless life. She ée- 
clared in her statement that she did not know, her 
husband was associated with the Jameses mnii! 
after their marriage. ‘Texas Charlie” Fox. she 
gaid, was a Government scout and spy who had a 
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Papers found among her effects identify her” 
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secret alliance with the outlaws, acting as their 
agent in disposing of stoien property. 

Mrs. Fox related that her first meeting with 
Jesse James took place in the wineroom of a 
theater at Pueblo, Colo., where her husband had 
gone to keep an appointment. . James Was there 
under another name. 

“Jesse,” says Mrs. Fox in ner narrative, “eye 
me keenly and approvingly and was not dis- 
pleased when-I told him that I recognized him. 
He had a peculiar faculty of appearing in public

“He was daring to the point of foolhardiness, 
taking absolutely no account of danger in many of 
his exploits. There was the case of the Sheriff 
ty whom he presented a watch because ‘he had 
never bothered him.’ He :rode up to the home of 
the Sher:ff-—I don’t recall just where it was—and, 
calling the official outside, handed him a magcnifi- 
cent gold watch on the back of which was en- 
g aved the head c: a buffalo. The Sheriff did 
not learn until later who his visitor was. The in- 
cident created much interest and the newspapers 
printed pictures of the watch and endeavored to 
discover the owner.

“During a period of 12 years I roamed, at times 
with this gang, over mountains and valleys and 
through the mining camps of the West. I am 
dismayed when I think of the many daring crimes 
[ comm.tted. During these years of murderous 
raidings end concealment in fortified swamps and 
mountain ci ve.usI learned to handie the rifle and 
revolver to perfection. With shame and so? OW 
that more than one lue less fel.ow 
mortal tumbled at the crac of my rifle.

toy the gang outlining thei) vlans tor avo-her ‘aie 
and be.ng in a despondent mood. I said, ‘Boys, 
have you no fear of hell? Hadnt you better thin 
of that?’ 

“ “There is no hell,’ replied Jesse, ‘lise a guilty 
man’s conscience. But what can. we do about 
it? We are in for it now and can only tace tne 
music.’ 

“I shall always believe that if Jesse had come 
im contact with a true Christian in his last days, 
he would have truly repented. 

“Occasionally a men diopped out of the gang 
and went in other busiress. If a member of the 
clan Was suspected of turning traitor, he war 
quic' ly put out of the way and other applicants 
allowed to take the terrible curse-bound oath. 

“When Bob and Charlie Ford, the treacherous 
assassins of their leader and protector, made ap- 
plication to be initiated into the clan Jesse tried 
his best to persuade them to embark in some 
legitimate business. He earnestly warned them 
of the dangers of such a life and the difficulties 
of ever retracing their steps, telling now gladly 
he would change places with them if he could. 
Eut it was of no avail. 

“Finding that their hearts were set upon be- 
coming outlaws and that they already planned 
some raids which promised rich loot. he admin- 
istered the terrible black oath and thereby sealed 
his own fate. Possibly he had some premonition 
of what the result would be when he sought to 
persuade them to remain honest. 

“Theseang was broken up and Jesse was really 
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necks from the halter and at the same time se- 
cure the $5000 reward, the Ford boys offered their 
services in captu:ing, or, rather, assassinating, the 
leader. To secure immunity from tne Governor 
at the cost of honor, yea, at the cost of their own 
eternal salvation, was uppermost in their minds. 

Well did they know the danger of attempting 
to take him alive. A veiled woman opened the 
negotiations with the ofticiais. 

“Everybody knows the story. Jesse, living with 
his wife -~ two children at St. Joseph, Mo., un- 
der the name of ...0omas Howard, was sot April 
3, 1882, when laying his revolvers aside, he was 
dusting his mother’s picture. He heard the click 
of the revolvers of the Ford boys, who were his 
guests. But it was too late, and he fell dead, 
killed by a bullet from the revolver of Bob Ford. 
It was doubly an act of treachery, because the 
Ford boys were then with him ostensibly to get 
him to return to the old life and raid the Platte 
City bank. 

“My husband and I were on our way East when 
we heard of the tragedy. I felt that I could have 
then returned and taken revenge by killing the 
Foids, my grief was so sincere. More sober judg- 
ment prevailed, however. 

“When my money gave out I applied to P. T. 
Parnum for a position with his circus, and to him

HE woman known as Mrs. Delia ‘Fox, who died recently in New Jersey leaving papers 
in which she stated that she was associated with the James band of outlaws and that

converted, I was repentant anc remorseful and 
had been ever since I stole a‘ Bible from a read- 
ing room at Dallas, Tex. With inconceivable 
trouble I packed the book around with me wher- 
ever I went. More than once Charlie, in packing, 
would throw the book away, but I always rescued 
it 

“My years with Barnum and other showmen 
were comparatively uneventful. With considerable 
reluctance I allowed myself to be billed as ‘Mrs. 
Jesse James,” and was known as the champion 
woman shot of the world. Without desiring in 
the least to brag of my expertness with the re- 
yolver and rifle, I may say I never saw my equal 
among women and was seldom surpassed by men. 
Shooting the ashes cff the cigar of Charlie was a 
favorite diversion which I had often practiced in 
the outlaw camp. 


“Finally I drifted into New York with a well- 
filled pocket book, but a sad, heavy heart. I went 
to confession, but was told that my sins, being 
very grievous, could with difficulty be atoned for. 
I protested and was told by the priest that he 
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would take up the matter with the Bishop and 
let him pronounce the penance. 

“I went home and urged forward by the evil 
spirit which possessed me, bade good-by to my 
son, telling him I would never see him again, and 
started for the East River with the fixed inten-

tion of hurling myself from a dock, A worker 
for the Florence Mission found me just about te 
plunge into the water and took me to their re- 
treat, where I was converted and began & Dew 
life.” 

Mrs. Fox’s conversion occurred about twelve 
years ago. As far as known, she has no relatives 
other than a son, now a lawyer, with whom she 
parted about twelve years ago. 

When fatally stricken Mrs. Fox was making 
her home with Mrs. Dominick Sasso, who had 
been left penniless with several little ones when 
her husband stepped on a live wire a few years 
azo and was electrocuted. Mrs. Fox had $200 laid 
away in the bank that she might not be buried 
in a pauper’s grave, but the pitiful destitution of 
the Italian family was too much for her, and she 
gave the money to the mother of the little ones.

ST now a youth of 20 
years is in some ;espects 
the most interesting per- 
‘son in the United States. 
His name is William Vin- 
cent Astor. In his own 
personality he is of no 
particular interest.

He appears to be just 
an average American

Vincent’s $100,000,000, then, has in- 
cieased from $40,000,000 in less than 40 years. 
John Jacob Astor, son of William Bacxhouse, saw 
his $40,000,000 grow to $90,000,000, leaving it at 
his death, in 1880, to his son William Waldorf. 
William Astor witnessed the doubling of his $40,- 
0C0,000 and left $80,000,000 to his son John Jacob, 
who was buried the other day in Trinity Ceme- 
tery. 

Vincent Astor; as will be seen, is the second 
“only son’ in direct line to whom the entire 
American section of the fortune has descended, 
There is provision in John Jacob Astor’s will for 
a bequest of $3,000,000 to any child Born to h.m 
after the drawing of the document. It is gener- 
ally understood that his young widow expects 
shortly to become a mother, but whether this 
child is male or female, its birth will have no ef- 
fect on the bulk of the estate, which is Vip- 
cent’s to have and to hold. 


Naturally, young Vincent springs at once to the 
premier place as a marriageable man. Doting 
mammas and ambitious maidens no doubt already 
are setting surreptitious traps for the vouth. 
Rumor, always persistent and usial'y erroneous, 
has it that he ig engaged to Miss Margaret An- 
d:ews of New York. Rumor had it that way sev- 
eral times before, once when Astor was a callow 
boy of 17. Last year when Miss Ina Claire of the

Vincent Astor, as has been stated, is not robust, 
nor was his father at a similar period in life.

Col. Gracie was returning on 
the Titanic from a trip abrcad spent: in search of 
health, and his stc-ry of the greatest marine dis- 
aster in modern times is perheps as thrilling as 
anything ever writtcn in the annals of sea stories. 

Col. Gracie has not recovered from his experi- 
ence and a physician is in daily attendance: upon 
nim. He has not eaten a mouthful of solid food 
Since he was dragsed on board «he Ca‘pathia 
after his miraculous rescue at sea. Col, Gracie 
gives an account of his experiences botn on the 

itanic after she struck the iceberg and running 
along up—&o0 the time he was safely aboard the 
deck of the Carpathia, in interviews and in his 
testimony to the Senate committee. 

“Il was awakened in my _ stateroom at: 12 
o clock,” said Col. Gracie. “The time was noted 
on my watch, which was on my dresser, which I 
looked at promptly when I got up. At the same 
time, almost instantly. I heard the blowing off of 
steam, and the Titanic’s machinery seemed to 
stop. : 

“It was so slight I could not be positive of it. 
All through the voyage the machinery did not 
manifest itself at all, from my position in my 
stateroom, so perfect was the boat. 

“I looked out of the door of my stateroom 
glanced up and down the passageway to see if 
there was any commotion, and T did not see nor 
hear anybody moving about. <I did not like the 
sound of it, however, so I thought I would 
partially dress myself, which I did, and went out 
or deck.

“TI went up on what they call ‘A’ deck. Pres 
ently some passengers gathered around. We 
looked over the sides of the ship to see whcther 
there was any indication of what had caured the 
noise. 1 soon learned from friends around that 
we had struck an iceberg. 

“Presently along came a man who had ice in 
his hands. Some of this ice was handed to us 
with the statement that we.had better take this 
home for souvenirs. Nobody nad any fear at the 
time that the Titanic was going to sink. I looked 
on the deck outside to see if there was any in- 
dieation of a list. I could not distinguish any. 

“[ joined a friend of mine, Mr Clint Smith. and 
when we noticed a list in the ship we agreed to 
say nothing about it, for fear of creating a com- 
motion among the passengers. Then we agreed 
to stick by each Other through thick and .hin, and 
if anything occurred to meet later on. He went 
to hig cabin and I went to mine. In my cabin | 
packed my three bags very hurriedly. I thought 
if We were guing to be removed to some other 
ship it would be easy for the steward to get my 
luggase out. 

“As I wept up on deck | saw Mr. Ismay with 
one oi the officers. He loo'e¢ very sclf-con- 
tained, as though he was not fearful of anvthing, 
and that gave encouragement to my thought that 
perhaps the disaster was not auythine serious. 
Presently I noticed that men and women had life 
preservers on. and, under protest, as I thought 
it was rather previous. my steward put a life- 
preserver around me and I went up on deck. 
Here I saw a number of people. among others 
some ladies whom I had told when | first came 
dor the ship at Southampton that | hoped .they 
would let me do anything | could for them. I re- 
assured them and pognted out to them the lights 
of what I thought was a ship or steamer in the 
distance.

“Mr. Astor came up and he leaned over the side 
of the dec . I pointed toward the bow, and there 
were distinctly seen lights. These lights cou!d 
not have been more than six miles away. We all 
thought they were stars at first. 

“Some time elapsed—I should say from three- 
cuarters of an hour to an hour—before we were 
ordered to the boats. Then a young English of- 
ficer whose name was Moody, a tall, thin chap, 
cried out: 

*“*No men beyond this line!’ 

“Then the women were allowed to go: beyond 
che line. I saw that the four ladies with whose 
‘afety I was intrusted went beyond that line tc 
set amidships on the deck, Then I saw Mr 
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Col. Archibald Gracie, in clothes he wore 
when he went down with the Titanic.

“Then I foliund my friend Smith on the bow 
side of ‘A’ deck. We worked together under the 
second officer in loading and helping the women 
babies amd children aboard the different 
boats. I thin’ we loaded about two boats thee. 

“The only incident | remember in particular 
at this point was when Mrs. Astor was put. in 
the boat. She was lifted up throuch the window 
and her husband helped her on the other side. 
When rhe got in the boat her husband was on one 
side of the window and | was on the other. I 
heard Mr. Astor ask the second officer whether 
he would not be allowed to go aboa’d this boat 
t.. protect bis wife.

All day 
tLe-e is an ever-changing crowd on the Broadway 
side of the Postoffice watching the Woolworth 
Building as it scales the heights of heaven. 

Men ask each other aloud or wonder silently 
what sort of machinery is used for such stupen- 
dous work. Most of them have seen the giant 
cranes, but few have any idea of how these are 
ope ated. 

Electricity is the one power used. By its 
agency 130,000 tons of steel, brick and stone are 
being raised, some of it to the full height of 750 
feet above the sidewal. In the skeleton of this 
building will be 21,000 tons of steel, while to cover 
it wil] be required 60,000 tons of brick, including 
the 7500 tons of glazed terra cotta for the ¢x- 
terior.
